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November  Trade  Surplus  Higher  - 

The  agricultural  trade  surplus 
increased  for  the  third  consecutive 
month  in  November  to  $1 .8  billion, 
the  most  since  March.  Farm  pro¬ 
duct  exports  rose  to  nearly  $3.7 
billion,  $263  million  above  the  pre¬ 
vious  month,  while  imports  were  up 
slightly  to  $1 .9  billion.  The  cumul¬ 
ative  trade  surplus  for  January- 
November  1989  reached  $16.4 
billion,  the  biggest  since  1984. 

Corn  Boosts  November  Exports  - 

U.S.  agricultural  exports  rose  8 
percent  to  $3.7  billion  in  November. 
The  fall  season  is  generally  the 
heaviest  period  for  exports.  Corn 
shipments  to  the  Soviet  Union 
provided  most  of  the  spark,  jumping 
248  percent  from  the  previous 
month.  Increases  in  meat,  animal 
fats,  corn,  live  animals,  vegetables, 
soybeans,  soybean  meal,  tobacco, 
and  cotton  more  than  offset  declines 
in  wheat,  grain  sorghum,  fruits,  and 
nuts. 

Corn  exports  in  November  were  a 
record  7.5  million  tons  valued  at 
$813  million,  surpassing  the 
previous  record  of  6.2  million  tons  in 
November  1980.  The  Soviet  Union 
took  delivery  in  November  of  a  large 
portion  of  the  8  million  tons  in 
purchases  made  during  October. 
Shipments  to  the  Soviet  Union 
totaled  3.4  million  tons  during 
November.  Japan  (1 .3  million  tons) 
was  the  next  largest  market  followed 
by  South  Korea  (595,000  tons), 
Mexico  (561 ,000  tons),  and  Taiwan 
(478,000  tons).  Corn  export  prices 
moved  up  slightly  with  the  increase 
in  export  demand. 

Soybean  exports  rose  72,000  tons 
to  total  2.1  million  tons  valued  at 
$467  million  in  November.  The 
European  Community  took  heavy 
shipments  of  1 .2  million  tons,  just 
above  the  October  figure.  Japan, 
Taiwan,  and  South  Korea  were  also 
major  markets  in  November.  Soy¬ 
bean  export  prices  ended  a  slide  in 
November  by  remaining  at  $224  a 
ton. 
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Wheat  exports  fell  again  in 
November,  this  time  by  23  percent 
to  1 .9  million  tons.  Shipments  to 
China  have  slowed  considerably. 
Egypt  was  again  the  largest  market 
at  290,000  tons.  Japan,  China, 
Pakistan,  and  South  Korea  were  the 
other  major  markets  in  November. 

Cotton  total  export  volume  was 
down  slightly  in  November  at 
1 13,000  tons,  but  value  climbed 
steeply  to  $184  million  with  sharply 
higher  prices.  Sharp  gains  were 
experienced  in  Pima  and  other  long 
staple  grades  to  Korea,  Italy,  and 
West  Germany.  Japan,  South 
Korea,  the  EC,  and  China  were  the 
largest  markets  for  U.S.  cotton  in 
November. 

Agricultural  imports  rose  1  percent 
to  $1 .9  billion.  Coffee  shipments  in 
November  fell  significantly  despite 
the  fact  that  prices  remained  around 
70  cents  a  pound  for  Brazilian 
coffee  in  New  York.  This  was  down 
from  $1.46  in  January  1989.  Value 
declines  in  coffee,  vegetable  oils, 
and  cocoa  (as  well  as  several  other 
smaller  commodities)  just  offset 
increases  in  live  cattle,  and  dairy 
products.  Fruit  and  vegetable 
imports  remained  virtually  unchang¬ 
ed  from  the  previous  month.

Record  Imports  from  Canada 
and  Mexico  in  FY  1989  -  Canada 
and  Mexico  were  the  largest 
suppliers  of  agricultural  com¬ 
modities  to  the  United  States  for 
the  third  consecutive  year  in  FY 
1989. (See  table  4)  Canada  ($2.8 
billion)  and  Mexico  ($2.1  billion), 
combined  for  23  percent  of  total 
U.S.  agricultural  imports.  After 
decades  in  which  Brazil  was  our 
premier  supplier,  Canadian  and 
Mexican  suppliers  have  dominated 
in  recent  years.
